A meeting of the Bulgarian Cab- 
inet was summoned for today. It 
is common knowledge, however, 
that the majority of troops and of- 
ficials are siding with Michailoff 

Michailoff has been the prime 
mover of the Macedonian revola- 
tionary organization, an association 
which is striving to free Macedont 
by force of arms, ever since ‘the 
assassination in Vienna of Todor 
Alexandroff four years ago. 

Feud Began in July. 

After the assassination in Sofi:, 
July 7, of Gen. Alexander Prot>s- 
gueroff, leader of a rival Mace- 
donian group. a bitter feud be- 
tween the two organizations began. 

On Oct. 13 Michailoff pro- 
nounced the “death sentence” upon 
all supporters of General Proto- 
gueroff. Eleven members of the 
rival organization were shot io 
death Nov. 17; néar Petrich »y 
Michailoff supporters. Georze 
Nandess, one of Michailoff's chies 
Heutenants, and. Nandess’ adjutant 
were killed recently by adherents 
of General Protogueroff.
